Museum of Art, will give the second in a series of five lectures on The Classical 
Tradition at 10j.30 a,m., Tuesday, October 6 in the Museum* s auditorium.

Dr, Johnson will discuss THE MEDIEVAL ADAPTATION* His lecture follows 
a previous discussion of the foundations of classical art in Greece and Rome, and 
precedes the three other lectures which will discuss classicism in relation to 
the Renaissance, to Neo-classicism, and to modern art. 

Dr, Johnson graduated from Harvard and earned his Ph. D. from Columbia 
University, He attended the Sorbonne in Paris, Before coming to the Museum as 
Associate Curator of Education, he was an instructor in the Fine Arts Department 
at Columbia University and at Western Reserve University was assistant professor 
of Art History, acting chairman of the Art Department and chairman of the Humanities 
program. Among his affiliations is the Medieval Academy of America,
